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UNITED KINGDOM EXPORTS WERE LOWER IN MAY 


WHERE was a substantial reduction in United Kingdom exports 
in May, which totalled only £225-8 million, despite an extra 
working day, compared with an average of £239-5 million in the 

first quarter. Although in April the total was only {217-5 million, 

an allowance for the fact that April was a shorter working month 
could have accounted for most of the reduction then compared with 
the first quarter. ‘These figures compare with monthly averages last 
year of £219-3 million in the second and third quarters taken 
together and {227-9 million in the fourth quarter. The volume of 

United Kingdom exports in May is provisionally estimated at 

163 (1947 100) compared with 157 in April and 174 in the first 

quarter. 


Exports to Australia were very much reduced by the restrictions 
on imports introduced by that country in March. In May they 
were about {12-1 million, compared with £18-4 million in April, 
and an average of £34-4 million in the first quarter, The May 
total compared with an average of £23-8 million a month for im- 
ports f.o.b. into Australia in July 1950—June 1951, the base period 
adopted by the Australian Government for fixing the quotas. 


Imports into the United Kingdom in May, at £320-4 million, 
were less than in April (£325-5 million), and in the first quarter 
(£328-1 million), although the average for January-May was 
£325-3 million compared with {299-9 million for the corresponding 
period of 1951. Imports of food, drink and tobacco over the 
five months averaged {113-6 million per month compared with 
£103-0 million in the same period last year, a large part of this 
increase being due to higher prices. Imports of raw materials 
averaged {132-4 million compared with {131-6 million in January- 
May 1951, with very little change in price on balance between the 
two periods, while more than half of the increase in the average 


monthly value of imports of manufactures in January-May 
£78 million compared with {£64 million last year—could b 
accounted for by price increases. 


Re-exports in May showed a further reduction, to £9-8 million. 
The excess of imports (c.i.f.) over total exports (f.o.b.) in May 
was {84-8 million, a reduction compared with April (£96-3 million) 
but more than the first quarter average of {70-4 million. 


Details of Exports 


The reduction in the total of United Kingdom exports in April 
and May has already been mentioned. Taking the two months 
together the value of exports averaged 7 per cent. less than in the 
first quarter, and as the table on the next page shows, a reduction 
occurred in each of the broad categories of exports except metals. 
Exports of textiles showed the largest reduction ; with an average 
of £31-3 million in April-May, they were £8-5 million or 21 per 
cent. less than the average in the first quarter. Exports of textiles 
to Australia in the same period fell from £5-9 million to £1-8 million 
a month. Exports of engineering products in the same period 
decreased only slightly from £96-5 million to £93-9 million despite 
a reduction in shipments to Australia from £17-5 million to £7:8 
million, while exports of metals at {24-3 million in April-May 
were slightly higher than in the first quarter. Exports of other 
manufactures were also substantially less in April-May compared 
with the first quarter ; shipments to all countries fell from 52-0 
million to £46-9 million a month and to Australia from (6-9 
million to about £3-0 million. 


The reduction in exports of textiles compared with the first 
quarter was spread over all sections of the industry, with cotton 
goods showing the largest fall, from £16°6 million in the first 
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quarter to £12-8 million in April-May. Shipments of cotton textiles 

to Australia decreased by £1°8 million in the same period. Wool 

pode exports at £9°6 million in April-May were £1°8 million less 

CONTENTS than the first quarter average. Exports of silk and artificial silk 

textiles were also considerably affected by the Australian import 

restrictions ; shipments to Australia decreased by £0-9 million (to

this followed substantial reductions in February and March. Exports 
of other textiles and of apparel also showed reductions. 

The comparatively small reduction in exports of engineering 

products in April-May compared with the first quarter affected all

THE INDEX NUMBER of prices of total imports in May was 

101 (1951 100), compared with 102 in April and 103 in the 
previous four months. For the second successive month there was a 
fall of 3 points in the index for imports of raw materials—reflecting 
lower prices of wood pulp, rubber, wool and hides ; the May figure 
of 94 compares with 99-101 from December to March, and 108 in

TT!" BOARD OF TRADE announce in Notice to Importers 
N SOA that they have made the Import of Goods (Control) 
(Amendment) Order, 1952®, which came into force yesterday, and 
which prohibits the import of Coronation souvenirs originating in and 
consigned frorn foreign countries 

The prohibition applies to articles of all kinds suitable for use for 
or in connection with the celebration or commemoration of the 
Coronation of Her Majesty or as souvenirs thereof. A fuller definition 
is given in the Schedule to the Order 

Such Coronation souvenirs cannot be imported under any licence 
(whether an Open General Licence or a specific licence) which has 
already been issued. Nor can they be imported under any licence 
which may be issued in future unless the import of the souvenirs is 
expressly authorized by the licence

Increased Earnings from Tourist 
Trade 


TH 24th Annual Report of the British Travel and Holidays 
Association states that from 695,000 overseas visitors during 1951, 
Britain earned £103 millon 

Of this total £30 million went to British-owned sea and air lines ; 
£33 million to hotels and restaurants ; £145 million to shops 3 and 
£15 million to internal transport services. The balance of £105 
million was spent on miscellaneous items, mainly entertainment. 

Earnings were £154 million higher than for the previous year and 
14 per cent. more visitors came than in 1950. The Report states 
that the 1951 volume of traffic was more than 40 per cent. greater 
than for the best years before the war when... “ problems of austerity 
and limitations of equipment and investment did not exist.” 

One third of the total tourist revenue, states the Report, was in 
dollars from American and Canadian visitors. United States visitors 
alone spent, including fare payments, £264 million. 

Dollar earnings, the Report suggests, would have been even higher 
but for the effect of the Korean war on early-season bookings. 

Looking to the future, the Report states that the 1952 season has 
started well and that reports of heavy bookings—particularly from 
America—support the Association's estimate of 750,000 visitors this 
year, including at least 200,000 from North America. Earnings, 
including fares, are expected to reach the record-breaking figure of 
£120 million 

The Report states, however, that any further improvement on this 
figure will be increasingly difficult unless “ deliberate attempts 
are made to reserve more hotel accommodation for the tourist trade. 
“The problem has changed from one of shortage of transport to 
shortage of accommodation.” : 

‘The Report concludes with an appeal to “ all sections of the British 
public to take a greater and more discerning interest in the standards 
of transport services, hotels and restaurants ; cleanliness—particularly 
in food handling ; the general tidiness of our streets, parks and public 
plac urtesy at all times on the part of all those serving the

Sheep and Lamb Skins 


HE Ministry of Materials and the Ministry of Food announced 

on February 4 that allocation and price control of domestic sheep 
and lamb pelts under the Pelts (Maximum Prices) Order, 1950, as 
amended, would be discontinued as from July 1. Since wool (includ- 
ing skin wool) was decontrolled in 1947, all controls will therefore 
be removed from sheepskins as from July 1, 1952. 

The Ministry of Food now announces that all domestic sheep 
and lamb skins available from Government slaughterhouses will 
be offered for sale by public auction on and after July 1. 


The Ministry of Materials have accordingly issued The Pelts 
(Maximum Prices) (Revocation) Order 1952 (S.I. 1952 No. 1195) 
which revokes the existing Orders fixing maximum prices for domestic 
pelts. The export of domestic pelts will remain subject to licensing. 

Skins will be on view at display markets and offered for sale at 
selling centres under conditions of sale given in the official catalogue. 
In each case catalogues will be available on the date of the sale. 
Skins will be on view up to half an hour before the time of the sale

The results of the fifth annual questionnaire on world wool statistics 
relating to 1951, issued jointly by the Commonwealth Economic 
and the International Wool Textile Organization, are 
included as a supplement to the May issue. World consumption of 
virgin estimated at 2,248 million Ib. (clean) 
or 16 per cent. less than the record figure of 2,675 million Ib. reached 
in 1950. As supply stocks (i.e., those held in producing countries 
or by producer organizations) increased in 1950-51—it was the first 
increase available supplies amounted to only 2,252 
million Ib. (clean) or 22 million Ib. less than the world clip.

Production and Trade in Tops 


World tops production in the opening quarter of this year increased 
by about 5 per cent. compared with the previous quarter. The index 
of world output for the quarter (based on 1950 100) stood at 66, 
compared with 63 in the previous quarter and 94 in the corresponding 
period of 1951. Aggregate output in nine major producing countries 
amounted to 161 million Ib. as against 152 million Ib. in the fourth 
quarter of 1951 and 228 million Ib. in the opening quarter of 1951. 
‘The significance of the increase lies not so much in its size as in the 
fact that it was the first for 15 months ; during the four quarters of 
1951 production had shown an overall decline of 40 per cent. Combing 
activity in the past has been a sensitive indicator of the general level 
of activity in the wool textile industry, and the recent recovery may 
soon be reflected in the spinning and weaving sectors of the industry. 


Trade in tops appears also to have increased moderately during the 
quarter, Exports from the six countries listed in the report amounted 
to about 20 million Ib., and were 6 per cent. smaller than in the previous 
quarter, but if figures for Uruguay could be included it is likely that 
the aggregate would show an increase. Imports appear to have in- 
creased for the first time since 1950. It is not possible to measure 
accurately the aggregate for the 12 countries listed, because details 
for three of the largest importers are available for only two months 
of the quarter, but, allowing a conservative estimate for the missing 
figures, the increase over the quarter was about 5 per cent.

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Progress in Cotton Spinning and 
Doubling Productivity 


SUMMARY of the changes that are being made in the spinning 
and doubling sections of the cotton industry following the publica- 
tion of the Productivity Team's Reports in 1950, has been issued by 
the Anglo-American Council on Productivity, under the title of 
“Cotton Faces the Future.” 

The Council says that although recent months have not been 
happy, either generally for the textiles industry, or in particular for 
cotton, many cotton mills have increased their efficiency in recent 
years and the two reports have helped the industry in the reorganiza- 
tion that has been going on since the war 

Members of the staff of both the Federation of Master Cotton 
Spinners’ Associations and the Cotton Yarn Doublers’ Association 
were included on the productivity teams. These organizations have 
been particularly active in ensuring that the team reports were 
brought to the notice of the whole industry and in following them 
up by giving technical advice where mills requested it. 

Reduced to the simplest terms, the report of both the Cotton Spin- 
ning and Doubling Productivity Teams showed that the high produc- 
tion per man-hour in the United States mills was largely obtained 

(a) by machine alterations to reduce the work necessary in tending 

them ; 

(b) by redistribution of operatives over machines to ensure that 

each has a fair amount of work 

Progre ss in both these directions has been accelerated since the 
publication of the teams’ reports. In fact during the post-war years, 
£30,000,000 has been spent by the spinning and doubling sections 
on new machinery. Re-equipment in Lancashire has included the 
purchase of completely new machines, judicious modernization of 
older machines, and the addition of auxiliary equipment. 

The teams urged modification or new installation of machinery 
to lessen the amount of work per unit of output required of the 
operatives tending the machines. Since the reports were published 
there has been a considerably increased demand for various items of 
machinery mentioned in them, existing machinery has been modernized 
and much auxiliary equipment, such as the travelling overhead 
cleaners especially noted in the Spinning Team's Report, has been 
installed to aid operatives. The travelling overhead cleaners were 
until recently only made in the United States ; now two firms in this 
country are making them under licence. (The travelling overhead 
cleaner is a blower mounted on a rail above the ring spinning frame ; 
it directs a blast of air on to the creel, which holds the bobbins, and 
keeps it free from cotton fly, that is waste fibres, with the minimum of 
attention.) 


Use of Work Study Methods 


Since very many of these improvements io spinning and doubling 
machines result in reducing work performed while the machines are 
running, the full gain is not obtained unless the operative minds more 
machines than before. Because of this, work study has been especially 
important in the cotton industry. One of the main fields of work of 
the Federation has been the encouragement of the use of work study 
methods. The number of mills using work study methods, in one 
department or more, has risen from 84 in 1949 to 141 now, that is, 
nearly a third of the Federation's membership, and about a quarter 
of the total number of mills in the industry. Training in work study 
methods has increased ; 152 men and women have now received 
three months’ training in work study methods at courses organized 
by the Cotton Board and a far larger number have attended evening 
courses at technical colleges during the last winter. 

This attention to machinery improvements and the increase in the 
use of work-study has resulted in important increases in productivity 
in many mills. One mill reports a reduction of 30 per cent. in operative 
hours required per 100 Ib. produced in the card room as a result of 
cutting out roving and slubbing frames and their substitution by 
short-cut processing. (The card room is the department in which 
processes preparatory to spinning are carried out.) Another mill 
reports a 50 per cent. increase in production per manhour in the 
ring room arising from the installation of larger package ring frames 
(Ring spinning is the modern form of spinning and is taking the 
place of the older mule spinning. The package is the bobbin con- 
taining the cotton either before or after spinning.) In the same 
mill an increase of 130 per cent. resulted from the installation of 
high-speed cone beaming machines. (Beaming is the process of align- 
ing a number of threads in parallel on a roller to form the warp for 
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ther mill has increased production per man- 
hour by 38 per cent. after the installation of high draft intermediate 
frames in the card room s a result of using high draft spinning 
frames, producing larger packages, winding costs have been reduced 
by 43 per cent 

Other mills have increased productivity as a result of introducing 
work study For example, one mill has increased production per 
manhour by 7 per cent. and reduced cost per Ib. by 8 per cent 
Another has increased production per manhour by 30 per cent. both 
in the card and the ring room, with a 14 per cent. decrease in carding 
costs and a 10 per cent. decrease in spinning costs ; this mill has 
increased production per manhour in the winding room by 28 per 
cent. with a 5 per cent. reduction in cost. (Winding is the process of 
transferring the yarn from the cop or bobbin received from the 
spinning machine to a more convenient package for further use, often 
a cone.) Since 1947 a further mill has decreased the number of 
operative hours per 100 Ib. produced in the card room from 7:22 to 
5-84 hours, that is about 19 per cent. ; and in the ring room from 
12-08 to 9-34 hours, that is, some 23 per cent. Since the war another 
mill has increased the output per operative hour in doubling by 
50 per cent. and has made pronounced savings in time in the ware- 
house and in materials handling throughout. 

Most of the figures given relate to the post-war period in general ; 
the publication of the two team reports has been one among a number 
of contributory influences. As in other industries it is not possible to 
discriminate between the influence of the team’s visit and the effect 
of other activities such as, for example, the Platt Report, the Working 
Party Report, the continual work of the Cotton Board, and the help 
and encouragement given by the Federation. ‘The cotton industry 
in Britain has to face a world of more intensive competition in textiles 
than ever before, and reorganization of machinery and work-study are 
means by which the industry is fitting itself to meet the future.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below ws a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry asked in Parliament. 


WEDNESDAY JUNE 18 
Cotton Industry Conference 


Asked who were the British representatives to the International 
Cotton and Textile Conference, and what sections of the textile industry 
they represented, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter 
Thorneycroft, replied that this Conference, which was between 
industrialists from a number of countries, was being called by the 
Cotton Board on behalf of the British cotton textile industry. He 
understood that the British representatives had not yet been nominated, 
but that they would be drawn from all the maim sections of the 
industry 


THURSDAY JUNE 19 


Lancashire Cotton Spinning Trade 


The President was asked if he was aware that in the Lancashire 
cotton spinning trade there was a price ring, whereas in the Yorkshire 
woollen spinning industry no similar restraint of trade existed ; and 
since there was more unemployment in the cotton than in the wool 
spinning industry, despite the greater fall in the price of raw wool, 
if he would investigate the cotton spinning price agreement and, if 
necessary, place the matter before the Monopolies Commission. 

The President said he would bear this in mind in considering 
matters for reference to the Commission. 


Import of Coronation Souvenirs 


Asked whether he was now in a position to make a statement on 
the importation of Coronation souvenirs, the President replied that 
he hoped to do so about the end of the month. 

Factory Space in Scotland 

Asked what amount of factory space existed in Lanarkshire and 
particularly at Newhouse, which was not now being used for manu- 
facture, the President replied that about 190,000 square feet of 
Government-owned factory space under the control of Scottish 
Industrial Estates Limited, was not in use at present. Of this, 
35,000 square feet at Newhouse had been allocated and production 
was expected to begin almost immediately ; 140,000 square feet on 
other Estates had also been allocated, and production should begin as 
soon as adaptations or other essential preliminaries were completed. 
Firm applications for the balance were under consideration. 

The Board of Trade had no comprehensive records of privately- 
owned industrial premises elsewhere 


Imports of Tobacco from North America 


The President was asked what had been the volume and value of 
the imports of tobacco from Canada and the United States for the 
first three months of this year ; what were the figures for 1950 and 
1938 ; in view of the shortage of dollars, what restrictions he 
had in view on the importation of tobacco from dollar sources.

He replied that most of the purchases from the North American 
crops were shipped during the autumn, and the remainder by the 
following spring, The import of dollar tobacco had been for many 
years severely restricted on account of our balance of payments, and 
the policy was being continued 


The following were the figures asked for: 


Prices of Binder Twine 


Prices of binder twine were controlled by a non-statutory agreement 
between the manufacturers and the Central Price Regulation Com- 
mittee, under which the maximum price was fixed for each season, the 
President said. ‘This season’s price was fixed before the drop in sisal 
prices began, but under the terms of the agreement the Central 
Committee may take fully into account the profits arising from the use 
of the cheaper sisal this season when fixing the prices for next season. 


British and Russian Films 


Asked, in view of the public interest in the Festival of Russian 
Films at the Scala Theatre, and the Russian semi-documentary film, 
The Fall of Berlin, now showing in London West End cinemas, what 
reciprocal arrangements existed for the display of 35 mm. British 
films in Russian cinemas, the President replied, ‘‘ None, Sir” ; 
although he understood that discussions to this end were in train 
between film distributors in the United Kingdom and the Government 
of the U.S.S.R., which, of course, exercised complete control over the 
showing of British films in that country. He would add that there 
were no restrictions here on the import and exhibition of films from 
any foreign country: arrangements were entirely a matter for 
individual commercial interests. 


Supplies of Copper 
Asked whether, in view of the improvement in supplies now avail- 
able of copper, he intended to discontinue price control, licensing 
and distribution of this raw material, the Minister of Supply, Mr. 
Sandys, replied that this would not be practicable, since 
copper was still subject to international allocation and the supplies 
to this country were still insufficient to meet current requirements. 


FRIDAY JUNE 20 
North-East Lancashire 


Asked whether he had yet come to any decision on the suggestions 
made to him on April 8, 1952, by a deputation from the General 
Council of the Lancashire and Merseyside Development Association 
that North-East Lancashire should be scheduled as a development 
area, the President replied that while the deputation from the General 
Council of the Lancashire and Merseyside Industrial Development 
Association which he met on April 8, pressed for more diversification 
in North-East Lancashire, it did not specifically recommend that 
North-East Lancashire should be scheduled as a Development 
Area. As he informed a questioner on May 1 he was currently con- 
sidering whether it would be appropriate to schedule any of the 
districts, including North-East Lancashire, which were affected by 
the present recession in the textile industries. 

In reply to a further question, the President stated that since 
April 8, 1952, one application for an industrial development certi- 
ficate had been made, and approved, for a new industrial project 
in North-East Lancashire. In addition, five applications were made 
to build small extensions to existing units ; four of these had been 
approved, and the other was under consideration.

Allocations of Steel 


The Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, regretted that the 
state of steel supplies made it impossible to increase the allocations 
made to the manufacturers of hacksaw and bandsaw blades for the 
third quarter of the year. Allocations for the fourth quarter have 
not yet been fixed. The import of blades by industry is on a very 
small scale. 

The Minister was also asked what steps would be taken to ensure 
that allocations of steel to engineering firms serving the agricultural 
industry could be implemented. Mr. Sandys said he was aware that 
difficulties were being experienced, mainly in connection with the 
supply of small sections and bars. Action had already been taken to 
increase deliveries to stockholding merchants, who were the principal 
suppliers of the firms concerned 


Tenders for Supplies of Pliers 


The Minister of Supply was asked if he was aware of the concern 
of Birmingham hand tool manufacturers that German manufacturers 
had been asked to tender for supplies of pliers, when tenders from 
Birmingham had been outstanding since December 1951 ; and what 
action he was taking to protect Birmingham against 
renewed German competition. 

Mr. Sandys said it was true that enquiries for pliers were made on 
the Continent during the second half of last year, but no orders for 
them had been, or would be placed by the Ministry of Supply abroad. 
All our requirements were being obtained from manufacturers in 
this country. 


Allocation of Government Contracts 


Mr. Sandys said the only areas which were permanently accorded 
preferential treatment in the allocation of Government orders were the 
scheduled Development Areas. _In the placing of orders under the 
special scheme for accelerating textile contracts special consideration 
was given to localities which were being most severely hit by the 
current recession in the textile industry. 


Motor Vehicles for Home and Export Markets 


Mr. Sandys said that to give motor manufacturers a greater incentive 
to export vehicles, he had agreed with the industry that the home quota 
should no longer be a fixed figure, but should be calculated as a 
proportion of output. The industry had undertaken to endeavour 
to export not less than 80 per cent. of their output of passenger cars, 
70 per cent. of light commercial vehicles, and 50 per cent. of heavy 
commercial vehicles. Allocations of steel to the industry would in 
future be more closely related to export performance. Assuming the 
present rate of production continued, the application of these percen- 
tages would provide deliveries to the home market at annual rates of 
some 90,000 passenger cars and 77,000 commercial vehicles. This 
represented an appreciable increase over the home quotas fixed 
previously. On the other hand, it involved a substantial reduction 
in the actual rate of deliveries to the home market, which, in the case 
of passenger cars, had for the last two years been running at the 
rate of over 110,000 a year.

General Licence for the export of aluminium goods described in 
Group 6 (2) of the First Schedule to the Export of Goods (Control) 
(Consolidation) Order, 1952, to any destination other than China and 
Hong Kong, provided that the value of the goods exceeds the value of 
aluminium content calculated at the rate of £180 per ton, is revoked 
as from July 1, 1952. 


A new Open General Licence comes into effect from that date for 
similar goods in which the value is £220 per ton. 


These arrangements, first introduced in July 1950, restrict exports 
of aluminium goods of a low “ conversion value,” and the present 
increase takes account of higher aluminium prices.

Increases in Some Telephone and Telegraph Charges 


FROM July 1 next, increased rentals will be payable for telephone 
exchange lines and apparatus, and for telephone and telegraph private 
wires. Removal charges and connection charges for new apparatus 
will also go up. The increases, which were announced in the 
Chancellor’s Budget Statement, are unfortunately necessary to meet 
the steep rise in costs of these services, especially in wages and 
salaries 

For the past 12 years, the charges have stood at 15 per cent. above 
pre-war for telephone rentals and apparatus and 25 per cent. above 
pre-war for private wire rentals. With the new charges which come 
into force on July 1 the percentage increase on rentals over the pre- 
war charges will be about 50 per cent., as compared with a rise of 
over 100 per cent. in wage rates and cost of materials 

The G.P.O. say that the increases have been postponed as long 
as possible but are now essential to prevent the services running at 
a loss 

Telephone subscribers are receiving a leaflet giving a summary of 
the increased charges.

Import of Red Clover Seed from New Zealand 


THE Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries notice of December 7, 
1951, stated that the importation of a limited quantity of uncertified 
Montgomery late flowering red clover seed from New Zealand would 
be permitted, if of satisfactory analysis 

No further applications for uncertified seed of the 1951 crop will 
be considered, and applications for uncertified seed of 1952 crop now 
in hand are being held in abeyance. 

Applications for licences to import certified Montgomery late 
flowering red clover seed from New Zealand should continue to be 
submitted to the Board of Trade through the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fisheries, as indicated in the notice of March 21, 1951. Evidence 
of a contract to purchase, which may be “ subject to import licence,” 


will be required. 
Anglo-Scandinavian Air Agreements 


AGREEMENTS on the operation of scheduled air services between 
the United Kingdom and the three Scandinavian countries were 
signed by the Secretary of State and the Heads of Mission of these 
countries on Monday. In the case of Norway and Sweden the United 
Kingdom is replacing existing post-war Agreements, but the Agree- 
ment with Denmark is the first that we have signed with that country. 
In an exchange of notes at the same time it was agreed that the 
Scandinavian Air Lines System might operate as the scheduled airline 
on the routes granted to each of the three countries.

Goods from Britain are Among the Most Popular 
Prairie Fairs 


at Canadian 


Exhibits 


Part of the United Kingdom Section of Last Year's Fair 


HE CANADIAN Prairie Fairs open this year in Brandon on 

June 30, and then, staying a week at cach place, follow a circuit 

which takes in the Calgary Stampede, Edmonton, Saskatoon, 
and finish at Regina on August 2. 

Because of the outbreak of foot and mouth disease in Saskatchewan 
earlier this year, there will be no showing of livestock at these Fairs, 
but it is not expected that the attendance will be affected in any way. 
Most of the Fair Managers are expecting record-breaking crowds 
for several reasons. Firstly, the farmers who make up a large propor- 
tion of the visitors to these Fairs are much better off than they expected. 
Crops which they were unable to gather at harvesting time last year 
owing to dampness, were harvested in an early spring this year, and 
the quality was found to be even better than that which had been 
garnered last autumn. Then, the early spring has enabled the farmer 
to get his seeding done long before the normal time, and rain at the 
beginning of June has made the prospects for a bumper crop in 1952 
extremely good. Thus, despite the absence of livestock, Fair Managers 
are looking forward to another year of record attendances. 

The display of ‘‘ Goods from Britain” will be making its fourth 
consecutive appearance at these Prairie Fairs, and, although there are 
slightly fewer exhibitors than last year, the quality of the goods 
exhibited and the manner in which they are being displayed are 
excellent. Last year the display of ‘‘ Goods from Britain " established 
itself as one of the feature attractions in the Prairie Fairs. Over 
150,000 people saw the display. It was estimated that in one day 


alone in Calgary 
exhibit. 

A new technique is being used by some of the exhibitors this year 
in putting goods in small packages which they sell from their booths 
for small amounts ranging from 25 cents to $1-00. Candy, biscuits, 
and kitchen utensils will be sold in this manner. The success of one 
of last year’s exhibitors has undoubtedly encouraged others in selling 
goods at the Prairie Fairs. 

The exhibits this year include an extremely fine prestige display 
of the National Wool Textile Export Corporation, which will un- 
doubtedly be one of the chief attractions. Other goods being shown 
include toffees, biscuits, jams and preserves, knitwear, wood scrapers, 
filters for industrial and farm uses, automotive electrical accessories, 
diesel engines, light steel for buildings and shelving, and a represen- 
tative display of British ‘Travel Association literature. Several of the 
exhibitors have been in the display of ‘‘ Goods from Britain” since 
its inception four years ago 

During the course of its tour through the five largest cities, outside 
of Winnipeg, in the Prairie Provinces, it is expected that the general 
public will buy from exhibitors in the display of “‘ Goods from 
Britain " well over three tons of candy, possibly five tons of biscuits, 
and will take away with them for reading purposes, over two tons of 
literature on touring Britain. 

At each Fair Ground there are permanent buildings in which the 
exhibits are located. No matter what the weather may be, no 


more than 15,000 people looked at the British 
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goods on display. Canadian manufac- 
ting at the Prairie Fairs the most 
economical manner in which t g their products to the attention 
of a large segment of the people living in the Prairies, and in addition 
to the eyes of thousands of American visitors, British manufacturers 
who have studied the Prairie market are well aware of this and each 
year make their display in the exhibit of “ Goods from Britain” 
their main form of promot in the Prairie Provinces.

The increase in imports is due in a large measure to purchases of 
road building and other equipment by the Government whilst the 
growing importance of coffee shipments accounts for the substantial 
increase in exports. 

Imports from the United States for 1950-51 were 59-5 million 
lempiras, or 74 per cent. of the total, against 79 per cent. the previous 
year ; exports to the United States were 40-2 million, or 72 per cent.

The latter are 
principally accounted for by shipments of gold to London for refining 
and re-shipment 

The demand for smal! agricultural machinery is growing as a result 
of the drive by the National Development Bank to extend the use of 
more modern methods of soil cultivation. The greater part of the 
machinery introduced by this Bank is of American manufacture, but 
there is no prejudice against implements made elsewhere ; in fact, 
coffee depulping machines and other goods have already been received 
by the Bank from the United Kingdom. Quick deliveries are usually 
an important factor in obtaining orders from the National Development 
Bank, but the advantage held by American manufacturers of shorter 
lines of communication could be modified by the elimination in the 
United Kingdom of all unnecessary delays in getting the goods to the 
ship. As already mentioned, the demand is for small agricultural 
machinery, the mountainous nature of the country precluding the 
economic use of heavy modern farm machinery. Among the farm 
implements which might be of interest are : small tractors, cultivators, 
ploughs for mechanical and animal traction, seeders, small harrows, 
sprayers, pumps (hand and motor), windmills and small generating 
sets 


The demand for textiles is small, but British tropical worsteds 
continue to be popular in a restricted market. Rayon fabrics sell 
slowly and competition is keen. Cheap cotton prints have a much 
wider market and imports, mainly from the United States, are greater 
than of any other textiles. 

Exporters are reminded that it is a generally preferable to quote 
prices in United States dollars as customers are often unwilling to 
work out sterling prices in terms of local currency and are more 
accustomed to dollar quotations. 


Road Communications 


‘The Government plans for the development of road communications 
are progressing steadily under the personal supervision of the President 
himself and a contract for the reconstruction of part of the highway to 
the South Coast has recently been signed with an American construc- 
tion company. Progress has also been made in the west and north- 
west where road communications are being established for the first 
time with rich territories which formerly were forced to export all 
their produce to the neighbouring State of El Salvador. This is 
the only region of Honduras which grows a certain amount of wheat, 
but none of this reaches the capital, which imports its wheat and flour 
from the United States and Canada. In an endeavour to eliminate 
Salvadorean influence in this part of Honduranean territory, an 
agency of the Banco Central and the recently formed Banco de Occi- 
dente are now operating here, one of their functions being to replace 
the currency of El Salvador by national notes and coins. 

Foreign Exchange 

Foreign exchange continues to be plentiful, but sterling is no longer 
available at the Central Bank which now only quotes for United States 
dollars, colones (El Salvador), and quetzales (Guatemala). ‘This is 
stated to be on account of recent fluctuations of rates for sterling in the 
New York market. Commercial banks are now authorized by the 
Central Bank to deal in sterling and other European currencies on the 
basis of New York quotations or minus 1 per cent.

Sweden and Austria 


HE® MAJESTY’S AMBASSADOR in Stockholm reports that 

according to a communique issued by the Swedish Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, a new Agreement between Sweden and Austria, 
covering the period April 1, 1952, to March 31, 1953, has been 
concluded in Stockholm. The new Agreement provides for deliveries 
valued at about 70 million Kr. in each direction.

Actual Users 

Applications for items to be licensed to actual users will only be enter- 
tained if the factory or industrial undertaking for which the raw material 
is required engages a minimum of 50 workers. 

Licences for raw materials and consumable stores shown as licensable 
to actual users will normally be granted to meet six months consumption. 
The licensing authority may make such reduction in this as he may think 
fit after taking into account the stocks already held by the applicant, the 
level of indigenous production and the quantum of imports allowed through 
ordinary trade channels. In the case of spare parts and other non-consum- 
able stores, applications should be for meeting demands which are expected 
to arise over a period of six months. 


Sole Agents 


Applications received during January-June 1952 from firms claiming 
licences as sole agents show a considerable misunderstanding as to the 
scope of the scheme and regarding the items which are considered to be 
sufficiently essential to warrant the grant of licences to sole agents. During 
July-December 1952 all items for which sole agents may apply as such 
will be clearly indicated in the Policy Statement and applications will 
not be entertained for items for which applications from sole agents have 
not been invited. Further, even for such items, no firm may apply both 
in the capacity of established importer and sole agent. If a firm chooses 
to apply as a sole agent, it should refrain from applying as an established 
importer and indicate this fact along with information regarding the size 
of its quota when applying as a sole agent. (Public Notice No. 55-1.T.C. 
(P.N.)/52 of May 29, 1952.) 


Confirmation of Provisional Licences 

As previously published (see Board of Trade Journal on February 
2, 1952, page 218, para. 4) provisional licences for freely licensed 
items during January-June 1952 period were to be confirmed on 
production of copies of orders on, and original acceptances by, 
foreign suppliers. It has been reported that in some instances 
documents produced were not genuine and no definite contract with 
an overseas supplier had in fact been made. 

As a safeguard against this the following decisions have been 
taken :-— 

(a) All provisional licences confirmed hereafter will name the particular 
supplier and country of shipment and give such other relevant details of 
the contracts on the basis of which the licence is being confirmed as the 
licensing authority may think fit. Goods imported from a supplier or a 
country different from that shown on the licence or otherwise not con- 
forming to the endorsement on the licence will not be allowed to be cleared 
against such licences 

(b) Clearance of goods imported against previously confirmed licences 
will only be allowed if the shipment is made by the supplier on the basis 
of whose acceptance the licence was confirmed. In order to avoid difficul- 
ties at the time of clearance importers are advised in their own interest to 
get their licences endorsed to show the names of the suppliers and other 
relevant particulars. Licences should be presented to the authority, who 
issued them for this purpose by June 30, 1952 

(c) It is appreciated that there may have been cases where the original 
supplier has for one reason or another backed out of the contract and the 
importer may in good faith have entered into a fresh commitment on the 
basis of licences previously confirmed. Applications for amendment of 
licences in such cases will be entertained on production of the following 
evidence by June 14, 1952, at the latest :-— 

(i) Documents to show the circumstances in which the original contract 

fell through ; and 

(ii) Documents to establish that a fresh contract with the same or another 

overseas supplier was made on a later date but in any case before 
June 7, 1952 


(Public Notice No. 64-1.T.C.(P.N.)/52 of June 7, 1952.) 


Cutlery and Other Articles Plated with Gold or Silver 


In the past licences have been granted to hotels and restaurants 
catering for tourist traffic for the import of silver-plated articles for 
use in such establishments. It has now been decided that members 
of the trade who have in the past been engaged in the import of such 
items and in supplying them to hotels and restaurants should be 
given some licences to enable them to meet these requirements from 
stock.

Egyptian Customs Tariff

VITAL IMPORTANCE OF CAPITAL PROGRAMME. 


Tue 25tH ANNUAL GENERAL Meetine of Impeniat CremicaL INDusTRies 
Lrp., was held on June 19 at Wigmore Hall, 36 Wigmore Street, London, W.1. 

Mar. J. Rocers, O.B.E., LL.D., the Chairman, presided, and in the 
course of his speech, said : 

As the report shows, the company has again broken records, both in 
turnover and in profits. It is true that some part of the increase in turnover 
is due to rising prices, but the physical volume of turnover has also increased 
to record levels 

Just as part of the increase in money turnover ts due to rising prices, so 
part of the increased trading profit is due to this cause. There 1s room for 
differences of opinion among experts as to how profits should be computed 
and shown in accounts, when part of the surplus which is brought out by 
normal accountancy methods is represented by the increased carrying 
prices of stocks of raw materials and finished products. The course which 
the directors have followed is to leave the methods of stock valuation un- 
changed, but to make a special appropriation out of net profits of a sum 
roughly equal to the increased holding values of stocks at the year end due 
to increased prices and costs. In so far as it requires more cash to hold the 
stocks which are needed to carry on our business, the part of the profits 
absorbed by these increased holding values should not, in our opinion, be 
treated as a profit available for distribution but should be set aside as a 
necessary retention of the additional working capital required. For these 
reasons the Board decided that a sum of £7,000,000 should be transferred 
to the stock replacement reserve which will then stand at {11,000,000 
If in future years prices do not continue to rise, further provisions of this 
kind will be unnecessary, and if prices fell it would be quite proper to bring 
part of this reserve back into the profit and loss appropriation account 


REPLACEMENT OF FIxep AsseTS 

For the replacement of fixed assets the directors have followed the course 
adopted in 1950 of charging against profits depreciation based upon the 
company’s manufacturing assets as re-valued, and of making a further 
provision out of profits towards the full cost of replacement. The sum 
of £5,000,000, which has been appropriated out of the net profits for the 
year 1951 for transfer to the obsolescence and replacement of assets reserve, 
is the same amount as that provided for 1950 

These appropriations to the stock replacement reserve and to the obso- 
lescence and replacement of assets reserve have been made in order to 
guard the physical volume of the company’s assets from the ravages of 
inflation, and the Board consider that only after such transfers have been 
made is there a balance of profit available for distribution and the further 
building up of the company’s reserves. As the accounts show, it is possible 
to make these provisions for the year 1951, to pay a final dividend of 10 per 
cent. on the Ordinary stock, making 13 per cent. for the year, and still to 
leave a small increase in the balance on the profit and loss appropriation 
account. 

SHAREHOLDERS ENTITLED TO CONSIDERATION 

It is the considered opinion of the directors that, after full provision has 
been made for the proper maintenance of the productive assets of the 
company, stockholders should be given, by way of increased dividends, 
some part of the increased profits due to the progressive expansion of the 
company. ‘The total Ordinary dividend for 1951, 13 per cent., before 
taxation, is still smaller in purchasing power than the dividend of 8 per cent. 
paid for a number of years before and during the war. Wage earners and 
salary esrners get increases which help to compensate them for the 
cost of living, and it is not unreasonable to consider stockholders in the 
same way. A large number of the company’s Ordinary stockholders are 
persons of small means, and the increase in cost of living brings hardship 
to them as well as to wage and salary earners, and the Board do not subscribe 
to the doctrine, popular in some circles, that Ordinary stockholders in 
large companies are entitled only to some fixed dividend, regardless of the 
results of the company’s operations. Those who support the company 
with their savings are entitled to share in the company’s prosperity 

I referred last year to the unsuccessful application, which was made to the 
Capital Issues Committee in April 1951 to capitalise a substantial part of 
the company’s reserves by the issue to stockholders of shares credited as 
fully paid, in order to bring the share capital more into line with its true 
value. No attempt has yet been made to renew this application, but the 
directors propose to raise the matter again when conditions are suitable. 


INCREASE IN AUTHORISED CAPITAL 

The company’s existing authorised capital of £95 000 000 has now been 
issued with the exception of some £270,000, and the Board are therefore 
recommending the stockholders at this meeting to pass a resolution increasing 
this authorised capital to £120,000,000. ‘The stockholders are also being 
asked to approve an amendment of the company’s Articles of Association 
which will give the directors power to decide, at the appropriate time, in 
what form any new share capital should be issued. I do want to emphasize, 
however, that these, are formal steps and that the Board have no present 
intention of issuing any part of this new authorised capital

So far as our future trading prospects are concerned, I should be unwise 
if I attempted any prophecy to-day ; 1952 has brought new problems to 
some industries which a year or two ago were having difficulty in finding 
enough materials and labour to cope with a nexcessive demand, but which 
to-day are unable to find adequate markets either at home or overseas for 
their output. The setback in the textile industries, for example, is not a 
problem peculiar to this country, but is world-wide, and this setback inevi- 
tably affects the demand for dyestuffs.

encourage stagnation and to prevent progress. I refer, in particular, to 
the new excess profits levy. The chairmen of almost all important com- 
panies who have had the opportunity of making public statements since 
the announcement of this levy have condemned it as a most unwise piece 
of legislation which cannot fail to do great harm to Britain’s trade and 
industry, and I am in complete agreement with this condemnation. What- 
ever the yield of this tax and whatever its purpose in terms of party politics 
this tax, even in its modified form, will do much more harm than good 
to the country, and it is bound to hit hardest those progressive companies 
whose activities are most likely to assist the country to get out of its present 
economic troubles, particularly those engaged in the export trade.

French Customs Duties 


THE FRENCH Journal Officiel of June 15, 1952, announced that, 

with the exception of certain items contained i in a list attached to 
the notice, customs duties have become effective on organic dyestuffs 
falling under items 591 and 592 of the French tariff. 

The excepted products may continue to be imported free of duty 
until December 31, 1952, provided that the importer submits two 
samples (weighing 50 grammes in the case of powdered dyestufis 
and 250 grammes for those in paste form) of the proposed imports 
to La Direction des Industries Chimiques du Ministere de l' Industrie et 
du Commerce, 66 Rue de Bellechasse, Paris (7e) at least two weeks 
before the date of importation. 

In order to qualify for duty-free entry, holders of import licences 
issued before June 15, 1952, must obtain an attestation from La 
Direction des Industries Chimiques certifying that samples have been 
submitted 

Dyestuffs upon which customs duties have now been implemented 
will be exempt from duty, if they were shipped directly to French 
customs territory before the date of the notice and were declared 
to be for actual use and not for warehouse storage.
